Suspension of Forty-one Boys and 
Penalizing of Hundred Others Brings 
Matters to an Acute Crisis at the 
Northern University.

Faculty Committee on Student Af- 
fairs today suepended thirty-four more 
undergraduates for taking part In the 
perade. These, with seven of the ori- 
ginal twéive, make forty-one men sus- 
pended, while 102 .were penélized five 
to ten houre fh their standing. 

Of the twelve first dismissed, A. 
Taylor of.Los Angeles, M. Bapter- 
son of Pasadena, W. P. Fuller of San 
Franciséo, K. M. Green of San Mateo 
and H. W. Nason of Alameda were re- 
instated. 

President Murphy of the Associated 
Students has called a mass niveting 
of the undergraduates for tomorrow 
afternoon. He advocates a general 
walk-out as the only course left 


the undergraduates to show their 
strong disapproval of the faculty's 
course. 


Among the men suspended are four

The breech block 
slams and shuts, the pointer alms and

Operator on Steamer at Portiand, Or. 
in Communication With Admiral 
Evans's Fiagship. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED 
PORTLAND (Or.) March 25.—The 
wireless operator of the steamer Rose 
City, which is anchored in this har- 
bor, last night picked up the end of 
@ wireless message from Admiral 

Evans's flagship Connecticut. 

At first Operator Broddous could not 
realize that he was one of the princi- 
pals in breaking a world’s record. But 
he looked up data on the subject. 
Wihch showed that no wireless was 
ever before transmitted so far over- 


The Rose City operator sent a few 
words to the battleship squadron, and 
asked to be notified if they were re- 
ceived. An answer was soon forth- 
coming that every werd could be 
made out distinctly. 

Since the arrival of the steamer in 
Portiand harbor Monday night she has 
been picking up wireless messages 
from the government station at Point 
Loma, near Ban Diego, a distance of 
1100 miles. Dozens of brief dispatches 
were received from there last night. 
Until very recently it was not thought 
that messages could be transmitted to 
a ship lying at a port situated far in- 
land. When the United States cruis- 
ers Boston and Chicago were here 
during the Lewis and Clark Fair they 
failed to talk back and forth with 
each other coming up the river. While 
in port the operators never thought of 
such a thing as to try to communicate 
with the Mare Isiand navy yard at 
San Francisco. There was a prevall- 
ing fallacy that no message could be 
forwarded from a port situated 100 
miles from the sea.

Appeals may be taken 
from court fo court, and at last a court id reached 
where law in its technical form and coldest applica- 
tion decides the case, Popular clamor, or personal 
prejudice, may work gross injustice in one court. This 
cannot be so in the higher tribunals whereon the 
judges are appointed, and all pass on the same case, 
some of them owing their seat to an. executive now 
‘out of office, out of politics, without influence, per- 
haps gone from the scenes of earth. 

(7.) Im this*technical and crystal-cold way of ad- 
ministering ‘the law, the fury of detectives, thirsty 
for human blood, and for special rewards. for 

“getting” victims whom they are hired to “get, 7 
‘and of weak politicians acting as prosecutors, 
perhaps with the aid of. hired assistants in 
the pay of a man with ulterior, selfish de- 
signs in mind, will not be able to wring a verdict 
from a jury or a court contrary to the law and the 
evidence. Heaven heip our country when cases are 
decided in court on any basis but that of law ad- 
ministered in the coldest, judicial, technical manner, 
free from all taint of partisanship! If by this 
method there be a miscarriage of justice the fault 
is not in the law, but in the inability of the lawyer 
ignorant in his profession, or bungling and mala- 
droit in. his explication of the law. The remedy is 
not to be found in a court decision contrary to fact 
and jaw, but in securing a lawyér learned in his 
profession and skillful in its practice. The danger 
of miscarriage of justice through technical applica- 
tion of law in a manner as cold and clear as a block 
of ice is as one to the ten thousand cases where 
gross ‘injustice will follow if courts are guided by 
prejudice, not facts, by clamor, not law.’ 

(s.) Autocratic rule is set as far aside by .these 
decisions as mob rule. So long as the law stands 
in all its integrity and so long as it is administered 
in the technical way with judicial coldness of analy- 
sis, we are as free from fear of a czar as of a mob. 
Sleuths may run up and down the land, like that 
monster pictured in the scriptures “seeking whom 
he may devour,” but they will go hungry and with 
empty stomachs so long as definite, absolute proof 
of guilt must be produced and legal methods fol- 
lowed in conducting trials in court The hired prose- 
cutor may roar even to deafen the “bulls of Bashan,” 
but men will not We railrodded into jail unti] there 
is Jeft no reasohable doubt of their guilt. 
The paid detective and the hired prosecutor 
say: “There is some suspicion that he is guilty. 
Pack him off to jail.” Justice in the guise of a 
blindfolded woman stands and says: “] am uncon- 
cerned. about this man’s personality. But he’'is a 
man. In America he has an inalienable right to 


life, iberty and the pursuit of happiness. He shall 


not lose these rights while there remains even a 
doubt of his guiflt.- Bring -your witnesses; 
your facts; quote your law.” -

The 
people already had the referendum, he 
declared. and they were certainly for- 
tunate in needing no fire department 
as the houses were made of adobe, with 
doors. 

“For the lighting of the town.” he 
said. “each citizen was required = to 
hang out a lantern in the evening and 
the streets were kept clean through the | 
effort ‘of individuals, each of whom 
war required to sweep ai portion in 
front of his dwelling to the center of 
the street.”’ 

It was interesting to learn that ‘“‘the 
police department of \that time con- 
sisted of all the able-bodied young men 
of the city who were delegated by the 
authorities, each in turn to protect the 
people's rights, and that without uni- 
form or y.” 

A thrilling episode tn Mr. Harper's 
address had to do with the fanrous ride 
of Jyan Flaco from Lom Angeles to San 
Francisco, when he.carried dispatches 
wrapped in cigarette paper and hidden 
in hie hair to Commoedore Stockton at 
the time of California's revolt. 

There were evidently people who 
hung about without working, in thore 
old sunny days, the same as at the 
present time, for Mr. Harper quoted 
two old ordinances, one of which reads: 
“Every person not having any appar- 
ent occupation in the city is hereby 
ordered to look for work within three 
days, counting from the day the ordi- 
nance is published. If not complied 
with he will be fined $2 for the first of- 
fense, $4 for the second, and for the 
third will be given compulsory employ- 
ment.”’ 

Another ilminatines ordinance 
copied from the early records read: 
“All persons serenading promiscuously 
withort first obtaining permission of 
the aicalce will be fined $1.50 for the 
first offense, $3 for the second, and the 
third offense will be punished accord- 
ing to law.”

BOARD OF EDUCATION FRAMES 
CHARTER AMENDMENTS. 


Suggests That One-fifth of Taxes 
Go to Department, That Teachers 
Be Retired on Half Pay After 
Thirty Years, and That Superin- 
tendent Have More Power. 


The Board of Education prepared 
last night a-number of proposed 
amendments to the present charter 
provisions affecting the school depart- 
ment. These are to be presented by 
a committee of the board to the Char- 
ter Revision Committee, and, possibly, 
to a board of freeholders. 

The most important features in the 
amendments provide that one-fifth of 
the taxes raised each year for current 
expenses shail go to the achool de- 
partment; that teachers shall be re- 
tired on half pay after thirty years of 
service, and that changes of text- 
books and apparatus shall be made 
only on recommendation of the su- 
perintendent. 

One section is added to the effect at 
the Board of Mducation shall have dis- 
cretion to “establish kindergarten 
schools for the instruction of children 
between thie ages of 4% and 6 years. 
and industrial or trade schools. or in- 
dustrial and manual treining depart- 
ments.”

IN RIOT MOOD. 


Capt. Bianchi’s Laborers Are 
Left Destitute. 


Descend on Office of Rock 
Company for Money. 


Police Called to Disperse the 
Angry Russians. 


A riot call was sent in to the Police 
Station. shortly before noon yesterday, 
from the Bradbury building, when 
forty-five hungry and desperate Rus- 
sian laborers descended upon the of- 
fice of the Tajunge Valley Rock Com- 
pany and demanded money with which 
to get something to eat. 

Two policemen hurried to the build- 
ing and finally dispersed the men, some 
of whom shed tears, some raged and 
others made threats against Capt. 
Alexander Bianchi, the missing Rus- 
sian engineer and contractor, and an 
official of the company. 

The laborers had little, if anything to 
eat for twenty-four hours, and saw 
no way of providing for their wanta. 
They had slept under the bridge which 
crosses the Salt Lake's tracks, the 
night before, and were cold and for- 
lorn. They were ripe for any desperate 
act. 

They cannot understand why, after 
working hard for six weeks in the Big 
Tajunga wash, they cannot get their 
money. They were given checks upon 
a bank in this city by Capt. Bianchi, 
who held a contract for building a 
standard guage road two miles long, 
but when they had traversed the twen- 
ty miles to Los Angeles from their des- 
ert camp and tried to cash the checks, 
they found them worthless. Bianchi 
had no account at the bank. Their 
anger was the greater because, they 
asserted, the contractor had borrowed 
from his trusting countrymen all the 
cash they had. 

BESIEGE OFFICER. 

When the haggerd men besieged the 
rock company’s office and demanded 
money, F. E. Davis, its president, was 
startled. He tried to explain that the 
company had no. responsibility in the 
matter, that it was Bianchi who had 
employed them and that it is he who 
must pay them. But he found it use- 
less to taik to hungry men, most of 
whom did not understand a word of 
English. 

Things began to look unpleasant. The 
laborers had crowded into the roorm 
and wouldn't go away. They did not 
want words, but money, which they 
had earned and which would keep them 
from starving. Deep voices began say- 
ing things in Russian which sounded 
very flerce. 
When the situation began te look des- 
perate, Mr. Davis telephoned to the 
police and in a few minutes two officers 
dashed in to his rescue The sight of 
the bluecoats at first nearly caused 
the riot they were summoned to pre- 
vent. But the Russians are ai ilaw 
abiding people and finally yielded to 
authority. 
When at last they understood that 
there was no money to be obtained 
from the company and that the officers 
would put them in prison if they made 
trouble, the dejected Russians left the 
building. 

HOW IT STARTED. 
Before going to the office of the rock 
company the laborers had visited At- 
torney Fred Spring and asked him to 
get their money for them. He went to 
see President Davis and then reported 
that there was not much hope for them 
from that quarter. But he advised them 
to make a personal appeal! to the com- 
pany for at least enough money to buy 
food. 
Neither the police nor the Sheriff's 
office could get any information ase to 
the whereabouts of Capt. Rianchi yves- 
terday. There is a warrant out for hia. 
arrest upon the charge of iasuing fic- 
titious checks. There are about fifty- 
five of these worthless pieces of pm- 
per, it is said, 
B. Marouchess, time-keeper for the 
contractor, who disappeared with his 
chief, surrendered himself yesterday 
to Constable Frank Cochran, and was 
arraigned in Justice Selph's court. He 
stated that he would rather go to jal! 
than be murdered by his angry coun- 
trymen, who blame him almost as much 
as thev blame the captain. 
J. Fitzgerald, foreman of construc- 
tion. who holds an alleged worthless 
check for $250. tesued by Bianchi and 
indorsed by Marouchess, secured the 
warrants for the arrest of both. 

COMPANY'S SIDE. 
Harry E. Dean, secretary of the Ta- 
jJunga Valley Rock Company, told the 
story yesterday of the “high finance” 
deal by which. he said, Capt. Bianchi 
has left, the company. as well as his 
workmen in the lurch. 

“It was all just an accident. The 
captain blew in here just at a crit- 


ley Rock Company was considering the 
advisability of building this railroa 4. 
impressed us with his ability to do 
the job. 

“We made a contract with him by 
which he agreed to build a standard- 
guage road two miles into the wash. 
to connect with the Southern Pacific. 
at the rate of $11,000 a mile. His first 
payment from the company becomes 
due on April 29. when he waa to have 
received $3500. He was to have finished 
the road in ninety days. 
“Capt. Bianchi has secured some
